Various  Sciences  Offered  at  Lane 


The  major  goals  in  Lane's  biology  courses  are  the 
general  understanding  of  the  divisions  such  as  cytol- 
ogy, ecology,  genetics  and  in  the  new  course,  bio- 
chemistry. Emphasis  is  placed  upon  the  interrelation- 
ship of  the  other  sciences  including  chemistry,  geology, 
mathematics  and  how  they  are  all  tied  together. 

Ninth  grade  students  are  better  acquainted  with  them- 
selves and  their  problems  in   health  and  safety  class. 


This  is  done  by  studying  the  functions  of  the  various* 
systems  of  the  human  mind  and  body  and  alsc 
understanding  some  of  the  diseases  associated  with 
these  areas. 

The  general  science  classes  are  concerned  with  some- 
what of  a  mixture  of  the  basic  principles  of  the  various 
fields  in  science,  such  as  chemistry,  biology,  physics 
and  astrology.

Physical  Education,  Home  Arts  Offeree 


The  main  objective  of  the  home  arts  class  is  to  educate 
students  in  home  living  and  maintenance.  Seventh 
grade  students  are  made  aware  of  the  variety  of 
household  tasks,  and  learn  how  to  carry  them  out. 
They  are  also  taught  how  to  use  and  repair  many  of 
today's  modern  appliances. 

Physical  education  is  primarily  concerned  with  devel- 
oping  physical    fitness   and   coordination.    Lane's   gym 


is   divided    by    a   sliding    partition    into    two    sectioi 
one  for  the  boys'  classes  and  one  for  the  girls'.

Three  Foreign  Languages  Offered  at  Lan 


Those  ninth  grade  students  who  are  taking  French 
this  year  are  working  towards  the  goal  of  learning 
to  talk  in  French  and  to  understand  what  is  said  in 
the  language.  When  this  is  accomplished,  the  students 
are  then  able  to  carry  on  conversations  about  every- 
day life.  Tapes  are  used  often  in  classes  and  proved 
to  be  extremely  beneficial. 

The  Latin  classes  at  Lane  actually  reviewed  in  depth 
English  grammar.  This  language  is  a  great  benefit 
in   learning  and   recognizing   English  words  now  and 
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later  in  life,  since  over  sixty  per  cent  of  the  won 
in  the  English  language  are  derived  from  Latin.  Thoi 
students  taking  this  language  also  considered  sort 
Roman  history,  the  source  of  many  of  the  customs  i 
the  United  States.
